1* The existing resistance net in the Zone has gone through two crises; 
the first crisis was brought about by the wave of arrests by the SSD in the 
•ussier of 1951 1 where unfortunately the most active members were arrested; 
the second one was caused when, after the dismissal of Kaufmann (Hull), the 
appointed leader Doerk (Sooner) was not in a position to carry out the work 
in the desired political vein. This second crisis was really more serious 
than the first. It was brought to an end on 1 July 1952 when Korbert 
Hammacher, a personal friend of mine and who, on the basis of one year's 
work in West German, knew exactly what kind of political work had to be 
don*, was appointed as leader of the resistance circle* 

This resistance circle is divided into three nets : 



Net Kroneck (real name Qrabutznat, questionnaire submitted) 

Vet 0»rhard Franke (true name, questionnaire likewise submitted) 

?*et which Hammacher himself runs and which has its center in Thuringia. 



The Diace for direction and coordination of these three nets is right In 
Berlin, Hardenbergstr. The resistance groups are composed altogether of 
youths between the ages of 18 and 30 years. 

Independent of these three nets, I myself have built up a new, complete, 
separate working apparat which I designate in the following as Apparat II* 

This Is also divided into three groups, which run partly in Berlin and partly 
here in the West. This resistance circle includes about 70 in the •’Rom' 1 
group, approximately 200 in the "Stein" group, and around 10 in the "Frank" 
group. Centes of operations are in Mark Brandenburg, rfismuth area and in 
Thuringia. The second apparat. was established by me during the summer and 
has been working actively since September.

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Jorklng Methods - General 

In this work two points are Important: first that the people 
from the £sst Zone repeatedly Meet with our confidence men in the 
Vest; second that our men from the Jest train those from the Zone 
to use their own initiative and that possibilities be given to 
them to realise it. 



It is most important that at least every four to six weeks 
a visit from each group should take place to insure close contact. 
During the visits these people have the opportunity to become 
acquainted with the events of the free world by means of news* 
papers, magazines and other publications and so convey th'ir 
information orally to those in the Zone. Our most vital task, 
namely to produce bearers of confidence in the West and to spread 
them over the whole country, can only be achieved and its success 
guaranteed if we keep up a continuous personal contact. 

All th*se people in the Zone work, though it seens undesigned 
and unintentionally (which is most important as the work must be 
done inconsnicuously) also as informants inasmuch as they have 
Insight into the FDJ, SFD, VoFo, Dienst flir Deutschland, or into 
the commercial and economic life, etc. A small questionnaire should 
b«> made up which all our men should memorize for routine questioning, 
so that we receive systematical answers and in that way are able to 
control the attitude and opinions among the broader circles of 
population as well as the ir~Tnal events of the Zone. 



Hamraacher is keeping up, as he has done in the past, a direct, 
also open contact with Jest German offices, newspapers, etc. The 
Central Office as such does not become. evident. All co-workers. 
Byself included, can be covered by apparently legal working 
relations - e.g,, representing business firms, free lance writers 
or similar jobs, etc., so that complete security will be guaranteed.
